In the shooting which fol- 
lowed another white man was killed 
and E. H. Thompson wounded, and 
seven or eight negroes killed.

chamber was a table upon 


which the corpse of Czolgosz was 
placed for the autopsy. 
This com- 


pleted, the body was laid in a coffin 
of plain pine, stained black. 


Only 26 persons, the number pre- 


scribed by law witnessed ihe execu- 
tion. Czolgosz was drfss°a in a verv 
simple manner for the death chair, a 
pair of black trousers, a 'oose gray 
shirt and a pair of gray socks com- 
pleting the outat. He wore no under- 
garments and no shoes. Tne left leg 
of the trousers was slit at ths bottom 
to permit the free adjustment of ;he 
electrode, and the shirt was open at 
the neck. The plan of burning his 
clothes and papers was carried out 
immediately a'cer the execution. 


The state is not to surrender posses- 


sion of his body, and by sundown it 
will have been secretly interred in 
ground controlled by the officials of 
Auburn prison.

The 
approach of death seemed to awaken 
no greater consciousness of his posi- 
tion. He again, turned his back upon 
the priests who came to urge him to 
confess and repent, and was undemon- 
strative in the presence of those of 
his kin who came to say a last fare- 
well to him. 


When alone with his guards he re- 


mained silent, and passed the time 
either lying on his bunk or in slowly 
pacing up and down- the cell. He 
talked, -when addressed, to those ad- 
mitted near his cell, but with his old 
deliberation and slowness. If he knew 
strong emotion at any time he was 
successful in concealing it from Aose 
who watched over him. 


The prison guards combatted the 


suggestion that his stolidity was a 
daze of fear and that the hour of exe- 
cution would find him helplesly bro- 
feen down. The prisoner suffered no 
toss of appetite and ate the usual al- 
lowance of food given to prisoners. 
Throughout his entire confinement he 
ias had a good appetite, and his phys- 
ical condition has been excellent. He 
weighed about 155 pounds, which was 
thought to represent a slight gain 
since his arrest.

Lord Muncaster was sent back to 


arrange for the pavment of a ransom 
of £23,000 (S125.000) for the party and 
indemnity for the brigands, be agree- 
ing to return if unsuccessful. Through 
the liberality of a merchant in Athens 
he was enabled to raise the amount, 
but the Greek government unwilling 
to undertake the safe convoy of such a 
large sum of money, instead of for- 
warding the ransom sent an armed 
expedition against the brigands, which 
so enraged them that they murdered 
all the captives. 


This caused a profound sensation 


throughout Europe and led to the im- 
mediate resignation of General Sout- 
zos. tbe minister of war. The English 
and Italian governments demanded a 
full investigation and punishment of 
the brigands. Seven of them were scon 
captured and immediately executed. 
Several members of the cabinet wish- 
ed to limit the scope of the investiga- 
tion, but the king- insisted on making 
it complete for the honor and credit of 
the country. The affair led to a Chang* 
in the cabinet. 


In February, 1SSO, Colonel Synge, 


who had been sent by Sir Henry Lay- 
ard to distribute relief to Mussulman 
refugees in eastern Roumelia, was cap- 
tured near Salonica by the notorious 
Greek brigand Xiko. He was kept for 
a month a prisoner In a cave, guarded 
by five men. and then released on pay- 
ment of a ransom of 12.000 liras.

It is American capital that ia build- 


ing the belt line steam railway around 
Porto Rico, according to Luis Sanches 
Morales, member of the Porto Rican 
legislative assembly and one of the 
Porto Rican delegates now visiting the 
United States. Mr. Monies recently 
said to a reporter of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser that this road 
was in course of construction, and 
when completed would encircle the 
island and greatly increase the trans- 
portation facilities. 


"The road starts at San Juan," he 


continued, "and a large portion o* lt_ 
has already been finished. The fran- 
chise for the railroad was granted In 
the early eighties and later passed to 
a French syndicate. The enterprise Is 
now 
being financed, however, by- 


American capital, the bonds baring 
been taken for the most part hi New- 
York. Some trouble arose orer the 
question of taxation; Porto Ttifun^ 
would have exempted the company 
from taxes daring the period of con- 
struction and for several years there- 
after. As this Is Impossible, .for the 
present at least, the company has been 
assured that in the near future It wffl 
be exempt from all taxation for a con- 
siderable period. With this under- 
standing the work Is progressing. 


'General Roy Stone also has a plan 


cf developing the island by building 
trolley lines to connect the Interior with 
the belt line railway, bat the matter of 
taxation seems to be an obstacle, for 
the present at least. In the way of this 
enterprise. Outside of the more lib- 
eral extension of credit to agricultural 
interests nothing Is more needed in 
Porto Rico than better transportation 
facilities to develop the Island. We 
need both steam and electric railways, 
and tbese should be free from taxa- 
tion while in construction and for a 
certain time afterward as an induce- 
ment for the Investment of capital."

tery at Washington, says tbe corre- 
spondent of the Xew York Evening 
Post. Mr. Taylor was appointed by 
President Garfield consul at Marseilles. 
Ou one of his trips across the Mediter- 
ranean he discovered Payne's grave in 
an obscure burying ground in Tunis 
and in an official report to the depart- 
ment of state commented severely upon 
the fact that his countrymen should 
thus have neglected the memory of the 
author of "Home. Sweet Home." The 
report attracted the attention of W. W. 
Corcoran, the banker and philanthro- 
pist. who came forward at once with 
an oEer. if the government would ar- 
range the necessary preliminaries, to 
pay from his own purse the expenses 


i of removing the body of the poet to the 


'nited States and furnish a beautiful 
spot for Its reinterment and a suitable 
monument- The offer was accepted and 
the transfer made.

Ing of the long forgotten grave." said 
Mr. Taylor, speaking of the subject the 
other day. "What astonished me was 
that in the thirty years or so which 
aad elapsed since Payne's burial every 
trace of the body proper bad disappear- 
ed. Even the bones, which we natural- 
ly expected to find in some stage of 
preservation, had become fine dust like 
the Sesh. So had the clothing in which 
the body had been prepared for burial. 
with the exception of one thing. It 
seems that Payne was buried in the 
uniform of a military organization to 
which he had belonged, and, though the 
cloth had moldered to nothing, the 
gilt metal used m the epaulets and 
the stripes down the sides of the trou- 
sers remained to mark in a feeble way 
not only the situation, but the actual 
position in which the body bad been 
laid nwuy. It was a rather grewsome 
suggestion that, while the head that 
conceived and tbe hand that penned a 
song which the whole world still sings 
had vanished and become part of the 
earth again, a few bits of tinsel which 
had not value fn themselves and no as- 
sociation with tbe poet's fame should
